Dear. John: 


The United Funds and Community Chests will be appealing for funds 
again in their respective communities throughout the United States this fall 
between Labor Day and Thanksgiving. As indicated by the President in his 
memorandum of June 1963 (copy attached) endorsing these solicitations, more 
than 34,500 national, state and local health and velfare agencies will seek 
aupport from Federal civilian and military personnel through on-the-job 
solicitations in their respective communities. 


Last year Federal personnel, through their voluntary contributions, 
materially aseisted the United Campaigns in attaining the record total of 
$520 million. They are to be commended for their thoughtful and generous 
participation in those campaigns. 


Among the many humanitarian efferts for which the united vay campeigns 
will seek support again this year ure care for homeless children and services 
for the aged, medical and nursing care for the needy, safety and bloai donor 
services, first aid, and recreational anil character-building activities for 
the youth of our country, as well as relief to unfertunate human beincs 
hit by disaster or other unforeseen emerencies. 


As the Vice Chairman of the United Community Campaigns of America for 
the Federal Government during the 1963 campaign period, I au writing to ask 
you to urge the heads of all activities tmder your jurisdiction throuzhout 
the Netion to encourage their personnel co support their lecal Community 
Chest or United Fund by again contributing as generously as they can during 
the forthcouing solicitation. Through this important appeal all of us will 
have the opportunity to contribute to the health, walfere and recreational 
needs of the comunity in which we live und work ani thereby enjoy the per- 
sonal satisfaction that is derived from axercising our "full citizen's share" 
of commmity responsibility. ‘The solicitation of persounel, the establish- 
ment of united goals and any collection of contributions on an installment 
basis should be conducted in accordance with the Manual on Fund Raising 
Within the Federal Service for Voluntary Health and Welfare Agencies.

endeavor will be greatiy appreciated.

Because of the sub- 
stantial amount required to meet the needs of the many beneficiaries of 
@ United Fund drive, the Federal plan of voluntary fund-raising provides 
for the effective solicitation of all employees, through the acceptance of 
equitable unit goals, and a Keyman Collection facility for those whe wish 
to use it for making contributions on an installment basis.
